FROM THE ARCTIC 


‘Polar Explorer Telegraphs 
from Labrador That All 
on Board Windward 
Are Well. 


DETAILS ARE NOT KNOWN 


Results of the Lieutenant’s Fifth 
and Last Voyage to the Far 
North as Yet Un- 
reported. 


New York, Sept. 15.—-[Special.]—Lieut. R. 
BE. Peary, who sailed for the polar regions 
July 2, 1898, is on his way home. A dispatch 
was received from him today by Herbert L. 
Bridgeman, secretary of the Peary Arctic 
club, 

The dispatch was dated at Chateau bay, 
on the coast of Labrador, and contained the 
brief statement that all on board the Wind- 
ward are well. No reference was made to 
the results of the expedition. 


News from Dr. Dedrick. 

Mrs. Dedrick, wife of Dr. Thomas 8. Ded- 
rick, also received a telegram from her hus- 
band bringing the same information. It is 
inferred that Dr. Dedrick is on board the 
Windward. 

Dr. Dedrick’s message also said that he 
had left his quarters with the Eskimos at 
Etah and had gone to Peary'’s winter head- 
quarters to offer his services if needed. 

In the message to his wife, Dr. Dedrick 
touches on one point that ts of the greatest 


with Lieut. Peary. It will be recalled that 
when the Erik, the Peary relief ship of last 
year, returned last autumn, leaving the ex- 
plorer to make a dash for the pole this 
summer, it was said that Dr. Dedrick, who 
for three years had been Peary'’s surgeon, 
had been left alone at Etah and would have 
to depend upon his own unaided resources 
to exist diring the long dark winter. 

It was at first intimated that Dr. Dedrick 
had been marooned as the result of a disa- 
greement with Peary, but this was emphat- 
ically denied later by the officers of the Peary 
Aretic club. Dr. Dedrick’s wife was entirely 
satisfied in her own mind that her husband’s 
real reason for remaining was because of his 
fine sense of Honor and his devotion to Peary, 
despite the difference that had arisen be- 
tween them. 

Secretary Bridgeman left New York to- 
night for Sydney, C. B., where he will meet 
Lieut. Peary when the latter arrives.

Start on Last Voyage. 

Lieut. Peary made his fifth and last voy- 
age to northern Greenland in the steamer 
Windward, presented to him by Alfred 
Harmsworth of London. He sailed from 
New York July 2, 1898, with the best equipped 
expedition ever sent into the polar regions 
up to that time. His primary objective point 
was Sherard Osborne Fiord, am extreme 
northing for a ship. The condition of ice and 
water proved unfavorable, and the Wind- 
ward was frozen up near Cape Durville, fail- 
ing short of Sherard Osborne Fiord 150 miles. 


Loses Seven of His Toes. . 
Peary was undaunted and speedily de- 
vised a plan adaptable to the altered condi- 
tions. He determined on a land march to 
Fort Conger, the home of the ill starred 
Greely expedition &t Lady Franklin bay, 
which had then been fifteen years isolated,

The Windward was freed in August, 1899, 
after a year’s imprisonment, and Lieut. 
Peary retired to Etah, near Cape York, the 
entrance gate to the desolate northiand. 
Etah is the home of the Eskimos, or Arctic 
Highlanders, who provided him with men 
and dogs, and among them he decided to 
spend the winter of 1899-1900, sending the 
ship back to St, Johns, N. F., for repairs, 


Mrs. Peary’s Arctic Winter. 

The repairs to the Windward were com- 
pleted early in 1900 and the ship sailed on 
the return voyage on July 20, accompanied 
by Mrs. Peary and her little daughter. The 
steamer did not find the explorer and his 
party, and from September, 1900, until July, 
1901, Mrs. Peary and her daughter waited, 
the Windward fast in the ice at Payer har- 
bor, near Cape Sabine. 

Lieut. Peary had wintered at Fort Conger, 
only 150 miles from the Windward, and did 
not know that his wife and child were so 
near. 

Mrs. Peary returned to New York late in 
the year 1901 and at once began preparations 
for re@quipping the Windward for its last 
voyage to the arctic.

SHAW PLANS BOLD STEP. 


MAY ACCEPT OTHER THAN UNIT. 
ED STATES BONDS FROM BANKS. 


Purpose Is to Release Millions Now In- 
vested in Government Securities— 
Thinks Law on Subject Dees Not 
Debar Him from Holding State and 
Municipal Bonds as Security for 
Bank Note Circulation—All Depends 

on Construction of One Section.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 15.—[Special. ]— 
Secretary Shaw is contemplating one of the 
most radical steps taken by any secretary 
of the treasury. It is not certain that he will 
do what he has been considering and discuss- 
ing with some of his advisers, but he may 
do it if there is not a epeedy change in the 
existing conditions in the money market. 

What Secretary Shaw has under considera- 
tion ig the acceptance of state, municipal, 
and other bonds of the treasury department 
as security for the deposit of government 
funds in national banks. If Secretary Shaw 
should do this it would at oncé release a 
sum estimated at $50,000,000 from the treas- 


ury and make it available for commercial |’ 


Purposes. This would afford the money mar- 
ket a tremendous relief and give the New 
York bankers the funds for which they have 
been clamoring during the last few weeks. 
Incidentally it would enhance the value of 
state and municipal bonds, as those bonds 
would be bought by bankers to be used as 
the security. 


Provisions of the Law. 

The secretary of the treasury has power 
to deposit government money in national 
banks under the authority conferred upon 
him by section 5,153 of the revised statutes. 
The law says that the secretary of the treas- 
ury may designate any national bank to be 
a government depository and financial agent, 
and properly to secure the government the 
secretary of the treasury shall require the 
banks thus designated ‘To give satisfac- 
tory security by the deposit of United States 
bonds and otherwise for the safe keeping 
and prompt payment of the public money 
deposited with them.”’ 


Views of Former Secretaries. 
Under this authority it has always been 
held by former secretaries of the treasury 
tHat only one kind of security could be ac- 
cepted from a government depository— 
namely: government bonds, Owing to the 
high price of these bonds the banks have 
not been able to increase their government 
holdings because it did not pay them to 


Secretary Shaw reads the law to mean that 
the “‘deposit of United States bonds and 
otherwise’ enables him to use government 
bonds as the security, but he is not restrict- 
ed solely to government bonds. , 

It has often been suggested that state and 
municipal bonds should be used as a basis 
of security, but it has never been done. 
Whether Secretary Shaw’s interpretation of 
the law is correct is a question that may 
have to be left to the courts. It is enough 
to say now that Secretary Shaw believes 
he will be strictly complying with the spirit 
and letter of the law. Whether he will do 
it will depend upon circumstances, 

For the present it can be oniy said that he 
is seriously considering it, and he has dis- 
cussed it with treasury officials and other 
people. 

A man to whom Secretary Shaw mentioned 
the matter said to him: ‘“ Mr. Secretary, 
have you nerve enough to do this?” and the 
secretary replied, according to this man: 

** I’ve nerve enough to do whatever may be 
necessary if that is the only thing that can 
be done.”’ 

London Deeply Interested. 

LONDON, Sept. 16, 3 a. m.—The financial 
situation In New York creates general pub- 
lic interest here and practically monopolizes 
attention in financial circles. The Daily 
Chronicle commences its financial article by 
saying: 

**So far nothing has been done in the way 
of buying gold for export to the United 
States.” We are not greatly alarmed at the 
prospect of large gold exports because New 
York speculators have first of all to find 
money wherewith to pay for them. Our 
market is sharply divided in opinion as to 
whether gold in large amounts will be im- 
mediately required. ‘ 

‘ The arguments pro and con are anything 
but convincing, in view of the fact that 
the amounts of money already borrowed 
by Wall street operatorsin the London, Paris, 
and Berlin markets, to énable them to sustain 
their insane gambles, are so enormous that 
many persons believe the entire surplus 
available for the current season from the 
shipments of products from the United States 
will not suffice to liquidate this indebtedness. 
Further moneys will, consequently, have to 
be borrowed in order to pay for’ the im- 
ported bullion.”’ 


REPUSLICANS BAR NEGROES 
FROM STATE CONVENTION. 


Names of All but Whites Are Stricken 
from the Roll of Delegates for Ala- 
bama Session at Birmingham. 


Birmingham, Ala., Sept. 15.—[Special.]— 
Negroes no longer are to be allowed a voice 
in the republican conventions of this state. 
None but whites wil! be permitted to sit in 
conventions. This fact was made evident 
today when it was found that the repub- 
lican executive committee had eliminated the 
name of every negro from the list of dele- 
gates to tomorrow’s state convention. 

This action was the result of severa! hours’ 
strenuous struggle today between those of 
the new régime, known as the “Lily 
Whites,’’ and those not in favor of barring 
out the negroes. 

The elimination of the negro was accom- 
plished through the passage of a resolution 
on a vote of 17 to 10, adopting the report of 
the subcommittee which was appointed at 
the meeting of the full committee on Satur- 
day, and which had considered all contests 
and passed upon al) credentials presented 
by delegates throughout the state.

He refused to be interviewed 
concerning the formation of the trust. A 
sewing machine man who is in a position to 
know said it was true that the combine had 
been agreed upon. He said everything was 
settled except the work of the appraisers. 


Fierce Competition the Cause. 
The combination, he said, is made neces- 


sewing machine business. He said this com- 
petition came largely from the mail order 
houses of the country, who bought sewing 
machines in large quantities at a close mar- 
gin and then sold them as leaders with 
scarceiy any profit. 

The Singer company, which does an agency 
business exclusively, has mot been consid- 
ered in the combination, as the promoters. 
figured that this company does not enter 
into competition with the companies which 
sell to the mail order houses and jobbers. 
The sewing machine factories which are re- 
ported to be in the combination are located 
in the central west and the east.

conclusive evidence that the rumored merger 
of the four great express companies of the 
United States is true. Only three local di- 
rectors were selected, so that a quorum 
cannot. be obtained without three directors 
coming from New York. Although the offi- 
cers all refused to discuss the questions of 
removal of the general offices to New York 
and the merger, there is no question that 
this removal will soon take place, as no bus!- 
ness can be done here with only three resi- 
dent directors. The three new directors are 
New York men, all associated with E. H. 
Harriman. 

The election today resulted in the reélec- 
tion of Directors Dudley C. Evans, George 
E. Gray, and Henry 8. King, though it is 
rumored that their retention of office is only 
temporary. The other directors elected are 
E.°H. Harriman, John J. McCook, H. E. 
Huntington, W. V. 8. Thorne, W. T. Van 
Brunt, and T. D. Underwood. The latter 
three are all from New York, Underwood 


and Van Brunt and Underwood being cap- 
italists and close friends of Harriman. Di- 
rectors Christensen, John Birmingham, and 
Nathan Stein were three local directors who 
were dropped from the board.

THREATS TO KILL ROOSEVELT.

BANKER ASSAULTED; DIES 


NICHOLAS FISH, NEW YORK MIL- 
LIONAIRE, HIT IN SALOON. 


Enters Resort on West Thirty-ftourth 
Street with Two Women—Stranger 
Provokes a Quarrel and Then 
Strikes the Financier—Latter Falls 
on Stone Steps and Fractures His 
Skull—Police Hold Back Facts for 
Several Hours. 


New York, Sept. 16, 3 a. m.—[{Special.}— 
Nicholas Fish, the millionaire banker, was 
taken fsom a saloon at 305 West Thirty- 
fourth street yesterday afternoon to Roose- 
velt hospital, suffering from a fracture of 
the base of the skull. The police say that 
Mr. Fish went to the place with two 
women and was assaulted by a man well 
known in Eighth avenue, and said to be the 
constant companion of one of the women. 

Mr. Fish was unconscious when taken to 
the hospital. He was identified by papers in 
his pockets. Mrs. Fish, who has been stay- 
ing for the summer at Tuxedo, was sum- 
moned and arrived at the hospital about 
8 o'clock at night. At that time her hus- 
bard was unconscious. The police withheid 
all information of the affair from the news- 
papers until nearly 10 o'clock tonight. He 
died late tonight. 

At the hospital this statement was given 
out in the evening: 


Dies in the Hospital. 

“Mrs. Nicholas Fish, who is with her hus- 
band at the Roosevelt hospital. authorizes 
the statement that he was brought to the 
hospital this afternoon in one of its ambu- 
lances from Thirty-fourth street and Highth 
avenue suffering from a fracture at the 
base of the skull said to have been sustained 
by his having fallen upon a step. His in- 
juries are grave and it is difficult at this time 
to say what the outcome will be.” 

Late tonight it was said at the hospital 
that Mr. Fish was unconscious and no one 
was in a position to state whether he would 
live through the night or not. 

Police Capt. Haughey of the West Thirty- 
seventh street station Investigated the as- 
sault on Mr. Fish and later the captain 
made known the details of what he had 
learned. The captain said that about 3 
o'clock in the afternoon Mr. Fish, with the 
two women, went to the saloon, which is kept 
by a man named Erhardt and is within a 
door of the northeast corner of Eighth ave- 
nue.

Long Protvession from Village.

This was lucky, because the Oyster Bay 
band was not altogether satisfied with the 
assurance that the honor of playing be- 
fore the president was all the reward it 
ought to expect and had balked at the last 
minute.

Be- 
hind them was a line of carriages a mile 
and a half long. 


Every Vehicle in Service. 

There is not any kind of horse vehicle of 
ancient or modern times which was not in- 
cluded in that procession. Many of the car- 
riages were as much decorated as were the 
houses and shops of Oyster Bay itself. One 
man who drove a grocer’s wagon had tried 
to disguise its humble origin by making it 
a bower of goldenrod. Others swathed 
wheels and body and even the harness in 
red, white, and biue cloth. 

At the entrance of Sagamore hilkh which 
was marked by flags hung upon the trees 
so that they formed an arch of brilliant color 
against the green, the crowd was stopped. 
The 200 deputy sheriffs went ahead and were 
posted by Sheriff Johnson along the roped 
off ways by which the people were to ap- 
proach and leave the premises. 


Receiving Party Found Ready. 

The band was led off to one side and post: 
ed upon the lawn at some little distance from 
the house. The receiving party took its place 
along the veranda on the north side of the 
house and word was sent down to the woods 
to let the crowd come on. It came with a 
cloud of dust and gasps of delight. Halt 
way up the hill a road had been cut to a lot 
on the old Gracie place, where teams could 
be tied. Then those who walked and those 
who rode came on foot together the rest of 
the way.

Maddox and 
Adamson of Georgia, and possibly other 
democrats in the house from that state, will 
make speeches. 

Senator Bailey of Texas wiil deliver some 
speeches in the northwest, over the territory 
which President Roosevelt iz going to travel, 
but Senator Culberson is with an ill wife in 
Magnolia, Mass.,and cannotleave her. Some 


of the Texas representatives, possibly will 


give help, but there are no direct promises. 


Texans Are Busy at Home. 

There is one close district in that state, and 
the democratic members of the house from 
Texas: have promised to help their fellow 
democratic nominee. This is the case with 
representatives of other states. 

Representatives Kitchin and Pou of North 
Carolina made some speeches in Maine this 
month, but may not «be able to come out 
again, especially as opposition has developed 
to Mr. Kitchin in his own district.

BUTCHER ACCUSES A HAMMOND 
COMPANY AGENT. | 


St. Joseph Man Testifies That a Spotied 

_ Carcass Was Bought Back After the 

Rallroad Company Paid for It and 

_ Was Put on the Market—Prices of All 

_Big Packers Alike Each Day—Inde- 

. pendent Firm Driven Out by Unan- 
-\fimous Action of Others. 


‘Jefferson City, Mo., Sept. 15.—[Special.]— 
The charge that he had knowingly sold rot- 
ten meat was made against a Hammond 
Packing company agent heretoday. The ac- 
cusation was in sworn’ evidence before Com- 
missioner Kinley, who is'hearing the case 
against.the alleged packers’ combine. 

anne to. Milton Taylor, a St. Joseph 
butcher, Who for a time managed a shop for 
the Hammond company, a beef carcass 
which had been. spoiled in transit and for 
which the railroad company pald, was bought 
back by an agent of the packers for $1 and 
the meat placed on the market. In telling 
of this instance, which he said happened in 
September, 1901, Taylor said: 

‘The carcass was then. sent over to my 
shop, which was operated by the company, 
and part of this meat was distributed to the 
retail trade in St. Joseph. , 

| Made Into Corned Beef. 

“About a hundred. pounds of this same 
carcass was made into corned beef by me 
on instructions from the packing company. 
The meat was so bad that I did the corn- 
ing at midnight so as not to drive away 
the retail trade. 

“This beef was kept at my shop until 
I bought the place back from the. packing 
company, when the corn beef went in at 
an inventory price of 5 cents a pound. I 
never offered this beef for sale, but had 
orders from the Hammond company to do 
so. The Hammond company did sell some 
of this rotten meat in St. Joseph and my 
boy delivered the meat. The agent for 
the company told the railroad people when 
che bought the diseased meat that he wanted 
it to make -fertilizer.”’ 

Says Prices Were All Alike. 

Regarding the apparent codperation be- 
tween the packers, Taylor testified that he 
had bought meat from Armour.& Co., the 
Hammond Packing company, Nelson Morris, 
Cudahy, and Swift & Co., and thatthe prices 
from all had been identical, and never could 
he buy’ cheaper from one than the other ex- 
cept by rebates which he received at times. 
He said he had seen price lists of aN the 
packers on a certain day and the prices were 
in print exactly identical.’ He declared that 
the big packers drove out the Wolfe Bros. 
Packing company of St. Joseph by cutting 
the price of meat to the trade one-half and 
made the competition so flerce that the 
Wolfe Bros. moved out of the territory, 
whereupon the packers jumped prices 2 
cents per pound a day until the previous 
high prices were reached.

J. W. Allen, corporation clerk in 
the department of state, testified that the 
Schwarzschild & Sulzberger company had 
not received a license to do business in Mis-

ARBITRATION DOES MUCH FOR 
GROCERY EMPLOYES. 


Nine Hundred Men Working in Whole- 
sale Houses Are Given Advance in 
Pay, Their Union Is Recognized, 
and Firms Agree to Abide by Find- 
ings of Peace Board in Future Trou. 
bles—Pilan to Fight “Unfair” 

‘Firms by Starting Rival Piants. 


Nine hundred employés of the various gro- 
cery houses in Chicago have been granted a 
raise in wages varying from 10 to 15 per 
cemt. All are members of a newly formed 
union—the first ever formed among the em- 
ployés of the firms—and with the wagegrant 
the organization is given full recognition, in- 
cluding the right to arbitrate any disputes. 
The union framed its demands several 
weeks ago and presented them to the em- 
ployers. For reply a counter proposition was 
made which the men rejected. This proposi- 
tion divided the work done in the wholesale 
houses into classes and assigned a wage 
scale for each. The men asserted that the 
class arrangement was satisfactory but that 
too many men were included among the 
poorly paid divisions. 

Then the dispute was taken up by the exec- 
utive board of the Chicago Federation of 
Labor. Last night representatives of the 
men, the federation, and the firms met and 
réached a settlement. Their hours are un- 
changed, but in addition to the wage ad- 
vance the employés are to have the benefit of 
an arbitration board. ‘This will consist of 
two employers, a member of the union, a 
member of the federation, and a fifth mem- 
ber’satisfactory to both.

New Plan to Win Strikes. 


In future when a weak union is beaten in | | 
a strike it is the intention of trades unionists 
to set on foot a codperative factory or shop 
to fight the victorious employer. This will 
be done through the aid of a mutual benefit 
association that is to be incorporated during 
the coming week. 

The association will issue stock certificates 
valued at $10 each, and with the funds thus 
raised will enter into business in competi- 
tion with the employer. The promoters de- 
clare they will have 10,000 shares subscribed 
for within a fortnight, and that the sum 
thus raised wil} be sufficient to pul! all the 
weak unions now fighting out of trouble. It 
is the intention of the association to run 
the plants thus established wherever pos- 
sible and divide the profits. 

It is declared that this is the on!y method 
of: forcing some employers to terms. Its 
promoters hold that past experience has 
shown its feasibility. They say such an 
association has been running successfully 
abroad, and the Chicago one is to be organ- 
ized along similar lines. The promoters 
have held two meetings, and temporary 
officers have been elected.

_ Raid Planned as a Surprise. 

— The raid was planned by Supt. Bodine 
as a surprise. Large -crowds gathered on 
the streets when boys were taken in cus- 
tody. In some cases the truant officer was 
cheered, while not infrequently the crowd 
made an effort to rescue the unfortunate 
urchin. The women truant officers made an 
excellent record for themselves. At Van 
Buren and State streets one of the women 
used her hatpin to prevent a man from 
rescuing a truant she had arrested. She 
was cheered by a large crowd. : 

The officers were sent out in squads of 
four, witha captain in charge of each squad.

URE” BY GETTING RIGHT STAYS. 


So the Experts Tell Western Associa- 
tion of Dresamakers at the Fine 
Arts Building—Then the Garters 
Must Be Right, Too—Given This Basis 
It Is Declared Possible to Make a 
Gown That Will Fit Perfectly aud 
Lock Well. 


Any woman may have a “ figure.”’ 
“corsetiere’’ said so. yesterday when the 
National Association of Dressmakers opened 
its convention tn the Fine Arts building. To- 
day the proof will be given, 

With the assistance of some young women 
as models the corsetiere will demonstrate the 
making of a form for the western makers of 
dresses. Then the dressmakers will go back 
home, and this winter everybody—that is 
feminine—in Three Oaks, Mich., Piketown, 
Ill., an@ Red Dog, Ia., will have a perfect 

-“* When you have been properly fitted with 
a corset,” said’ Mme. Baker to the dress- 
makers, ‘“‘ you must sit properly. You must 
not slump down in a chair or the corset won't 
do you any good—and your garters must be 
right.’’ . 

‘““Mme. Baker’ is Mrs. E. de Wolf Morse 
in private life. Mme. Baker is her “ stage 
name.” The corsetiere is Miss Everard in 
public. Anti they, with Mme. Rapp and 
Mme. Goodwin, are the authorities at the 


annual convention. 
Corsets for Stout and Slender. 
AMVith the assistance of the young women 


the corsetiere will show what can be done 
-with a portiy form and what can be done, 


with a slender one. She will fit the corsets 
like gloves and mold them al! into symmetry. 

For the demonstration she has corsets with 
gold hooke set with diamond chips, and cor- 
sets that look like part of an evening gown, 


but the corsetiere maintains that their beau- 


ties are to be hidden. * 

“The women likes the diamonds just as 
well underneath,”’ said the corsetiere. 

The only thing which has obstructed this 
demonstration of perfect forms for the bene- 
fit of Three Oaks and Piketown is the scarci- 
ty of young women to act as models. They 
have been found, but the association has had 
its troubles finding them. Now, in New 
York, said the corsetiere and the modistes, 
any number of models could be found, but im 
Chicago it has been a difficult matter to get 


the young women to pose while the graces | 


of the straight front are being demonstrated. 


How to Select the Corset. 

“There is nothing a woman won't do to 
get a figure,’’ said the corsetiere, “ and she 
can have one if she will just take the trouble 
to select the right corset. Now, for a slen- 
der woman we take the small corset, like 
this,’’ and the corsetiere pulled a light pink 
creation around her waist. 

‘That iets the hips spread out, you see, 
and builds up the bust. And for a fleshy 
woman we take a corget which comes down 
over the hips and holds them in, like this,’’ 
and the corsetiere pulled on a robin’s egg blue 
design with straps like a section of harnese. 

“And all of them are built to allow. the 
woman to breathe. They have wide gores,; 
you see, so that you can be comfortable in 
them.”” 

Garters and Corsets Must Fit. 

When Mme. Baker gathered the dress- 
makers around her in the evening for the 
first lecture she emphasized the importance 
of the corset. 

“Jt does not matter whether you have 
the ready made corset or not, so it fits,’’ she 
said. ‘“‘I defy any one to tell which of two 
‘women entering a room thas on a ready 
made corset. You must get corsets and 
garters to fit. That's the foundation, and 
the dressmaker has to assume that her cus- 
tomer has done the best by herself in that 
direction before she comes for a dress. If 
you have not a perfect corset you can't 
have a perfectly fitting. dress. 

** Now, I am rather plump and I'll take 
a different corset from my friend, Mrs. 
Rapp, here.” 

‘* But I am getting to your figure rapidly,”’ 
expostulated Mrs. Rapp, and Mme. Baker 
smiled. 

“ Well, every figure has its corget,’’ con- 
tinued Mme. Baker. 


Complain of Bad Busted Figures. 

When the display of dresses, imported and 
domestic, opened, the corsetiere and the 
modistes had fault to find with other figures 
than those of the members of the associa- 
tion. The forms supplied for the display 
were sadiy deficient in grace. 

“They were built a dozen years ago,” 
complained Mme. Baker as she tried to put 
a black silk on something that looked like 
a butcher’s block. 

“Now, what can you do with that?’ she 
asked as she pulled down the front and re- 
“ These are the 
worst busted figures I ever saw.”’ 

And thereupon Mme. Baker and her assist- 
ants rolled up squares of paper and pro- 
ceeded to execute a maneuver which Miss 
Mary MacLane confessed ‘‘ helped some.”

GZAR NOT VISIT POPE. 


VATICAN OFFICIALS DISTURBED 
BY THE ANNOUNCEMENT. 


Russian Minister Believed Likely to 
Absent Himself from Rome During 
Stay of Nicholas—Ruler Warns El- 
ders of Several Villages That At- 
tacks on Nobility Will Be Punished 
in Fuature—No More Disturbances 


Will Be Permitted. 


ROME, Sept. 15.—The announcement that 
the czar, when he returns the visit of King 
Vietor Emmanuel, will not call on the pope 
has seriously disturbed the vatican. 

It is said that the Russian minister to the 
holy see will purposely be absent from Rome 
during the sojourn of the czar here so as 
to render it easier to ignore the vatican. 

Papal diplomacy is doing its utmost to pre- 
vent such an awkward incident, which is

ENDS LIFE ON THE OLYMPIA. 


Lieut. J. BR. Morris Is the Second Of- 
ficer of Cruiser to Commit Suicide 
Within Five Days. ; 


Boston, Mass., Sept. 15.—[Special. }]—Lieut. 
John R. Morris, U. 8S. N., committed suicide 
by shooting himself with a revolver in his 
stateroom on the United States cruiser Olym.~ 
pia today, he being the second officer of that 
vessel to kill himself within the last five days. 

The Olympia is anchored off the Boston 
navy yard. Lieut. Morris was the engineer- 
ing officer of the Olympia and began his duty 
on that ship on Jan. 2 last. No cause is 
known for his act. 

Lieut. Morris was appointed to the naval 
academy from Missouri. He was made a 
naval cadet Nov. 15, 1889, and was honorably 
discharged June 30, 1895. April 17, 1896, he

ant engineer. Then on March 3, 1899. his 
rank was changed to ensign. He became a 
lieutenant (junior grade) April 17, 1899, and 
got his rank as lieutenant July 12,1901. He 
served on the Concord from 1893 to 1896, was 
then on the Texas, and in the latter part of 
1806 went to the Solace, on which he served 
until 1901, when he was assigned to the tor- 
pedo station until ordered to the Olympia. ;

REBUFF FOR SCIENCE CHURCH. 


Mrs. Mary Baker G. Eddy Denied a 
Charter for Philadelphia by Com- 
mon Pleas Court. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 15.—The application 
for a charter made by the First Church of 
Christ. Scientist, was refused today by Judge 
Arnold in the Common Pleas court. In his 
opinion Judge Arnold says: 

‘‘ The charter applied for in this case covers 
a double purpose—a church and a business. 
We have power to grant a charter for a 
church, but we have no authority to grant 
a charter fora corporation for profit—that ts, 
a business corporation.” 

Continuing, the court quotes from the text 
book of Mary Baker G. Eddy instructions to 
Christian Scientists to sell afd circulate the 
publications of Mrs. Eddy, failure to do the 
same being sufficient cause for expulsion 
from membership in the church. 

“ This shows,’ says the court, “ that the 
so called church is a corporation for profit, 
organized to enforce the sale of Mrs. Eddy’s 
books by its members, which is a matter of 
business, and not of religion. Ashe courts 
have no power to charter such a corporation 
the application for a charter is refused.”’

LONDON, Sept. 16, 3 a. m.—President 
Roosevelt is praised for his firmness and de- 
termination in declaring his policies by both 
the Times and the Standard this niorning. 
The two papers devote their principal edi- 
torial articles to lengthy reviews of President 
Roosevelt’s chances for the presidential 
nomination in 1904. The Times says: 

“‘The popularity of the new president has 
been sometimes greater and sometimes less, 
but what is most certain is that all along Mr. 
Roosevelt has produced a deep and enduring 
impression on the public mind. 

“ Even now the people of the United States 
do not appear to have quite made up their 
minds about him, but no doubt is entertained 
in any quarter that he is the man, the strong 
man, the determined man, and the man with 
clear views of his own and the courage to as- 
sert them regardless of the power of party 
wire pullers and other influences. 

‘* President Roosevelt, whether in the right 
or the wrong in controversies which have 
arisen during the last year, has never hesi- 
tated, he has declared his.policy, and placed 
it frankly before the country.”’

BRITISH ARMY ON PAPER 


Maj. Gen. French Has Only a 
Skeleton Army Corps to 
Command.

LONDON, Sept. 16, 3 a. m.—The Daily 
Mail says it is understood that an associa- 
tion of eight British steel rail manufac- 
turers has been successfully formed for the 
purpose of controlling prices and regulating 
the output. The share capital of these eight 
firms may be taken roughly as $60,000,000, 
but. in addition several of them have large 

debenture issues. 

The firms alleged to have entered the asso- 
ciation tnelude the Barrow Hematite Steel 
company, limited; Bolckow, Vaughan & Co., 
limited; Guest, Keen & Co. of Dowlais and 
Cardiff, Crawshay Bros. of Merthyr-Tydvil, 
the Moss Bay Hematite Iron and Steel 
company, limited; Charles Cammel & Co., 
limited; the Northeastern Steel company, 
limited, and the Rhymney Iron company. 


Activity in Steel World. 

As showing the present activity in thesteel 
world. a representative of a prominent New 
York engineering firm who has just returned 
from the continent states that his house 
since last February has placed orders for 
500,000 tons of steel} rails, etc., for the United 
States, Canadian, and Mexican roads. Of 
these orders 50,000 tons were placed in Eng- 
land, 300,000 tons in Germany, and 150,000 
tons im Belgium. ‘The greater part of these 
orders, he said, would have been placed in 
England but Britigh mills could not accept 
any more. Unless England wakes from her 
present lethargy she will never recover her 
position, which Germany is rapidly wresting 
from her, 


England’s Army on Paper. 

The arrival of Maj. Gen. French at 
Aldershot to command the First army 
corps would have been an impressive 
event if there. had been an army 
corps on the ground instead of a skeleton 
organization on paper. Only five battalions 
of infantry are now stationed at Aldershot, 
and one of these is under orders to embark 
for Nova Scotia. The cavalry and artillery 
supports are equally wegk. Bighteen sets 
of infantry barracks are now vacant, and 
even when the guard brigade arrives there 
' will be only eight battalions out of the twen- 
' ty-five required for an army corps. There 
will barely be one division out of the three 
included In the organization of a full corps. 
Secretary Brodrick’s artificial scheme of 
army reorganigatidbn seems essentially un- 
| real after the maneuvers in eastern Prussia 
of two corps complete in every detail and 
‘in full strength on a peace footing. 


Buller’s Crowd Is Out. 
The significance of Gen. French’s assump- 
tion of the command of the First army corps 
lies in. the complete disappearance of the 
Aldershot gang, which was tried and found 
wanting in south Africa. Buller, Methuen, 
Clery, and Gatacre,.with all the brigade 
commanders originally chosen for that fatu- 
ous promenade to Pretoria, have lost their 
prestige by the survival of the fittest, and 
veterans like Gens. French, Paget, and Bruce 
Hamilton and Cols. Plumer and Eliiott Wood 
are placed in command of the First army 
corps: There is no lack of experienced offi- 
cers whose tactics are not drawn from 
books nor from barracks smoking room, 
but from the skirmish line and battlefield. 
No revolution in the training of the Brit- 
ish army can be effected until men are ob- 
tained for an army corps, and this is not 
likely to happen before the end of next year.

JURY BRIBING DEFENDANT GETS 
HARD BLOW. 


Judge Brentano Rejects Every Motion 

_ in His Traction Case and Ignores Re- 
quest for Clemency Signed by Ju- 
rors—Further Hearing Tamorrow— 
Supersedeas or Confession Alone 
Will Prevent Prison Term—AllL the 
Convicted Men Are in Court. 


Judge Brentano yesterday gave a hard 
blow to the hopes of William J.. Gallagher, 


the convicted jury briber in the Union Trac- 


tion company transfer cases, by refusing to 

grant any of the motions entered in connec- 

tion with the argument to arrest judgment 

and secure a new trial. He refused also to 

listen to a petition purporting to come from 

eleven of the jurors who found G, Jlagher | 
guilty asking for a modification of the prison 

sentence they had imposéd te a fine similar 
to that paid by the other defendants. 

At the conclusion of the argunfent by 
Charles H. Soelke, attorney for Gallagher, 
both the court and‘ all the lawyers connect- 
ed with the case were involved in a maze of 


legal motions from which they managed, 


after a hard struggle, to extricate them- 
selves. The court record showed that Judge 
Brentano had denied the following: 

Motion by and in behalf of all the defendants to 
vacate order overruling motion for a new trial. 

Motion by and in behalf of all the defendants 
for leave to file pleas by Defendants Gallagher and 
Simon of a former conviction. ; 

‘Motion by all defendants to discharge Defendants 
Gallagher and Simon. 

Motion by and in behalf of all defendants that 
Defendants Gallagher and Simon be examined 
orally and for court to hear evidence in support 
of said off red pleas. 


More Arguments Tomorrow. 


The court con:'nued the hearing until to- 
morrow morning order. to permit the 
defense to file a bill of exceptions. Should 
the court then refuse to grant a new trial 
and arrest of judgment Gallagher is ex- 
pected, through his attorneys, to resort to 
a writ of supersedeas to keep out of the 
penitentiary while his case is pending be- 
fore the state Supreme court.

EX-JUSTICE GRAY 18 DEAD, 


FORMER MEMBER OF SUPREME 
_ COURT PASSES AWAY. 


Ill at His Home in Nahant, Maas., Since 
His Retirement Last Month—Demise 
Due to Paralysis—Long Service on 
the Bench Marked by Decisions on 
Many Important Cases — Formerly 
Chief Justice of Native State—Suc- 
ceeded by Oliver Wendell Holmes. 


Lynn, Mass., Sept. 15.—{Special.]—Horace 
Gray, who resigned as associate justice of 
the United States Supreme court last month, 
died today at his residence in Nahant. He 
had been in poor health for sometime. Since 
his retirement, when he was succeeded by 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, ex-Justice Gray had 
been staying at his summer home. 

The resignation of Justice Gray was due to 
ill health. Several months ago he suffered a 
stroke of apoplexy, which some time later 
was followed by another. He did not appear 
on the bench after he was stricken the first 
time, His advanced age—74 years—told 
against his recovery with serious force. Re-. 
dlizing that he probably never would be able 
again # assume the place which he so long 
had filled with distinguished ability and 
honor, he decided to tender his resignation to 
the president. With the exception of Justice 
Harlan, he served on the bench of the United 
States Supreme court longer than any of his 
present colleagues. He was apointed an as- 
sociate justice by President Arthur Dec. 10, 
1881, his. service ‘extending, therefore, 
through a period of nearly twenty-one years. 


Many Important Opinions. 
During his long career on the bench of the 


ber of important opinions. He was remark- 
ably exact and deliberate, and frequently 
spent considerable time in the preparation of 
his decisions. His specialty was will cases, 
although he participated in the consideration 
of many of the important issues which came 
before the court. Justice Gray was with the 
majority of the court in the decisions in the 
income tax cases and the insular cases. 

Another important cause of recent date 
was that growing out of the Spanish-Ameri- 
ean war, in which Justice Gray decided 
against the right of the government to seize 
certain fishing smacks, the property of Cu- 
bans, which the United States authorities 
believed were giving aid and assistance to 
the enemy. 

delivered the opinion of the 
United States Supreme court that “ Congress 
has the constitutional power to make the 
treasury notes of the United States a legal 
tender in payment of private debts in time 
of peace as well as time of war; and that the 
impressing upon the treasury notes of the 
United States the quality of being a legal 
tender in payment of private debts is an ap- 
propriate means, and conducive and plainly 
adapted to the execution of the undoubted 
powers of tongress, consitent with the letter 
and spirit of the constitution, and, therefore, 
within the meaning of that instrument, ‘ nec- 
essary and proper for carrying into execu- 
tion the powers vested by this constitution 
in the government of the United States.’ ” 


Born in Boston in 1828. 

Horace Gray was a native of Boston, Mass., 
born March 24, 1828. He was graduated at 
Harvard college, in the class of 1845. His 
father, who was prominently conmected with 
the tron interests and a man of considerable 
wealth, afforded his son the opportunity, by 
extensive travel in Europe, to apply and en- 
large the education beiore acquired. Upon 
completing the tour of Europe he returned 
to Harvard, entered the law school, and sub- 
sequently familiarized himself with the prac- 
tical details of court proceedings in the office 
of Judge Lowell. 

In early manh he associated himself 
with the founders ‘the free soil party, but 
the practice of his profession soon so largely 
absorbed his attention that his subsequent 
connection with politics seemed almost a. 
nominal one. Entering upon practice early 
in 1851, he secured a prominent position at 
the bar, controlling many important cases; 
but March.3, 1854, he was appointed reporter 
of the Supreme Judicial court of Massachu- 
setts, which position he held until 1861. 

Sixteen volumes of reports attest the fidel- 
ity and discrimination with which he dis- 
charged his official duties. 


Partner of Judge Hoar. 


In 1857, while still occupying the position 
of reporter, he formed a law partnership 
with Judge Hoar, but professional engage- 
ments and increasing practice induced him 
early in 1861 to resign his official tion.* 
Gov. Andrew, Aug. 24, 1864. ‘appointed him 
associate justice of the Supreme Judicial 
court of Massachusetts, and, upon the death 
of Chief Justice Chapman, Sept. 5, 1873, he 
Was appointed to the vacanéy. 

President Arthur, Dec. 19, 1881, commis- 
sioned Judge Gray an associate justice of 
the Supreme court of the United States. 
While a change from the chief justiceship of 
Massachusetts to the Supreme court of the: 
United States can hardly be regarded as one 
from ‘a brevet to full rank, yet the latter posi- 
tion attracts more notice. 


Mourned by President Roosevelt. 

Oyster Bay, N. Y¥., Sept. 15—When in- 
formed ofthe death of former Justice Gray 
of the Supreme court, who died today, Pres- 
ident Roosevelt said: “I had a high and 
peculiar respect for Justice Gray, I felt that 
he had done the greatest possible service 
as justice, and I deeply mourn his death.

Loss to Property Will Amount to Mil- 
lion and a Half Dollars, Not Count-

Portland, Ore., Sept.15.—Thirty-eight lives 
have been lost and it is roughly estimated

tricts come in. 

The estimate of the property loss does not 
include standing timber, but covers saw- 
mills, houses, barns, shops, cordwood, and 
farm implements. Thousands of acres. of 
timber have been burned over, but the de-

The person finding these letters will find my re- 
mains at the bottom of the Desplaines river, as I 
am sure to commit suicide at the earliest oppor- 
tunity. Resp. P. R. O'D. Good-by world. I 
leved ‘you once, but how you deceived me. 

The note was dated Sept. 14, 1902. 

T..W. Spencer of Newbern, N. C., attempt- 
ed ‘snicide yesterday by turning on the gas 
in his room at the Windsor-Clifton hotel. He 
was found unconscious. and on being revived 
became so violent the police were summoned 
to restrain him. He was taken to the De- 
tention hospital. The police received a tele- 
gram from Mayor F. T. Paterson of New- 
bern, saying Spencer’s mind was impaired. 

Hattie Basha; who tried tg end her life on 
Friday-in Lincoln park by ng chloroform, 
was visited last night by her father. To 
him she admitted, in the presence of a police 
lieutenant, that she had not told the truth 
about her struggie to earn an honest living. 
She had said her failure to succeed prompted 
her to attempt to end her life. The girl's 
father came from St. Louis to see her, and 
She confessed that he had been good to 
her, that she had run away to Chicago from 
school, and had.taken money from her 

other, her aunt, and a friend. She 
promised her father to return home. 


SMALL BLAZE IN THEATER 
ALMOST CAUSES A PANIC. 


Woman’s Skirts Catch Fire from Cigar 
Stump and Serious Results Are Nar- 
rowly Averted. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 15.—[Special.]— 
Shouts of “ Fire” almost caused a panic 
this evening at the Columbia theater. The 
cause of the excitement which followed these 
shouts and which nearly emptied the the- 
ater was smoke issuing from the garments 
of one of the women in the audience. For- 
tunately no one was injured, but during the 
entire evening the effect of the excitement 
was felt by the actors and auditors.

She was hurried 
from the theater, and Henry B. Harris, 
under whose management the play was 
presented, together with those in the cast, 
allayed the fears of those who were rushing 
from the theaetr by assuring them there 
was no danger.

NEGRO CORDS MAY FIGHT 


NORTHWESTERN FACULTY NOT 
CONSULTED IN CASE. 


President James Declines to Discuss 
the Excluding of the Twe Colored 
Coeds from the Women’s Halls at 
University—May Have to Pass on the 
Case Later—Action Taken Because 
of the Protests of White Students 
Last Term, 


When the two colored girls were refused 
permission to room at either of two women’s 
dormitories in Evanston the faculty of the 
Northwestern university was not consulted. 
There is a possibility that the rejected ap- 

licants may appeal to the authorities of the 
nstitution. 

“I do not want to. give an opinion on this 
matter,’’ President James said yesterday, 
** because I may be calledon to decideit later 
on. I was not consulted, and know little of 
the case. There is a possibility the univer- 
sity authorities may be compélied to take 
action.”’ 

The dormitories which were first to draw 
the line were the Chapin and Pearson halls. 
The color line, it ts understood, has also 
been drawn at the other halls. 

The ruling was made by the Woman's Ed- 
ucational association, which has supervision 
over the halls in which the Northwestern 
coeds live. By the ruling, unless it is re- 
versed, no colored girls will be admitted to 
the halls this year. 


Discussed at Several Meetings. 

The Educational association held several 
meetings before this question was settled, 
but the advocates of the exclusion of the 
colored girls won by a decisive majority. 

One of the rejected girls, Isabella Ellis of 
San Antonio, Tex., was a student in the 
school last year and expected to return this 
fall. Over a year ago she wrote for per- 
mission to room at one of the halls and quar- 
ters were assigned her. It was not known 
she was celored until she arrived, and there 
was a flurry of excitement for awhile. She 
had been given a room with a white girl, and 
a rearrangement was made so she could room 
by herself. 

This summer she applied for permission to 
room at the hall again, and the second col- 
ored girl also made application for quarters, 
stating that she could room with Migs Dilis. 
Her name is withheld. 


White Girls Make Objections. 


At the conclusion of the school year last 
spring a dozen or more of the girls at Chapin 
hall informed the matron that they would 
not return to the school this year if colored 
coeds were admitted again. This was an 
important factor in the present decision by 
the association. The ruling does not mean 
the exclusion of colored girls from the uni- 
versity. They have permission to take 
rooms with private families. 

*“* Miss Ellis was told that her room could 
not be reserved for her this year,” said 
Mrs. J. L. Morse, one of the officers of the 
association, *“‘as we could not afford to let 
a room to only one person.’’ 

The girl also made application at Willard 
hall and was told all of the rooms were full. 


SMALL YACHT STORM SWEPT. 


Kenosha Life Savers Go to Aid the Car- 
rie B. of Chicago—Return Trip 
Made on Train. 


Kenosha, Wis., Sept. 15.—[Special.]—The 
little yacht Carrie B. of Chicago, with a 
crew of three men and four passengers, had 
a narrow escape from being capsized off this 
port during the storm which prevailed on the 
lake Sunday evening. The yachting party 
had started from Chicago in the morning and 
encountered a high wind in attempting to 
make the Kenosha harbor. The boat was 
carried far out into the lake. After trying 
to make headway against the high waves 
for an hour the boat was observed by the 
life saving crew. When the crew reached 
the yacht, however, the sailors refused aid 
and managed to saflinto port. The members 
of the party were so badly frightened that 
they refused to return to Chicago on the 
yacht, but left it in charge of the life saving 
crew and returned to Chicago by rail. The

First Ward Mission Completes 
Twenty-five Years of Res- 
Work. 


MANY CONVERTS ATTEND. 


Men Come trom Far and Near to 
Tell How They Were Saved 
| from Crime. 


From towns on the Atlantic and towns on 
the Pacific coast men came last night to the 
Pacific Garden mission to attend the twenty- 
fifth anniversary exercises and tell of their 
conversions in the old Van Buren street 
meeting house. Men left their homes along 
the Mississippi or came from the great lakes 
to relate their love for Col. George R. Clark

and his mission in the heart of the ward 


that has made Michael Kenna and John 
Coughiin famous. John Hamilton found it 
impossible. to leave his benevolent work in 
Toronto, Ont., so sent his picture, that his 
friends might see for themselves that he has 
grown prosperous since he abandoned his 
nomadic life. 

The Pacific Garden mission was crowded 
when Harry Monroe mopped his forehead 
and told them to sing Col. Clark's favorite 
gong, There is Power in the Blood,”’ which 
he said was the mission worker's war cry.”’ 
On the stage was gathered a family of three 
which had been converted: in the mission 
meetings. There were men there, too, who 
by their testimony had been thieves, their 
pictures adorning the rogues’ gallery; there 
were men who had been drunkards and 
gamblers, hopeless wanderers subsisting on 
the free lunches of the First ward saloons,

Others confessed to having been on the 
verge of suicide, when their attention was 
attracted to the mission in which they found 
comfort. There were black men and white, 
brown men and yellow, and women there 
to testify to the great good the mission had 
done them. 

“It pays,” cried Mr. Monroe, ‘‘to be a 
Christian, don’t it? You who don't believe 
it does keep still, but you who think I am 
right shout hallelujah.”’ 

The hallelujahs’’ from all parts of the 
crowded mission apparently pleased Mr. 
Monroe, because he started to sing as if 
he wanted the people in the next block to 
know he was happy. 

‘“‘Now I’m going to have a little enter- 
tainment of my own,” he said, confidential- 
ly, to those nearest him. ‘“ You can’t sing, 
Mr. Harris, because I am going to organize 
a quartet of my own. Well, on second 
thought, I'll let you try. You, Mr. Ellis, 
may be another, and, Mrs. Spellman, we'll 
let youin. We'll call this the Morning Glory 
quartet. Now, altogether,”’ and waving his 
right hand vigorously Mr. Monroe struck up 
“On the Hallelujah Line.”” He was out of 
breath before he had gone far, and when 
the verse was ended Mr. Harris, who had 
been told he couldn't sing, was doing all 
the work. 


Children Are Given a Chance. 


This convinced Mr. Monroe he had to give 
the children a chance or they would feel it 
was an “old foiks meeting.”” He selected 
two little girls and started off ‘‘ On the Hal- 
lelujah Line” with them, and when his 
breath failed him the little people sang the 
verse through bravely. 

Then Mr. Monroe slipped up on the blind 
side of his auditors by asking them if they 
were glad to be there. They shouted * Yes.” 

“Now. you who shouted the loudest show 
your appreciation by putting the most In the 
ecollection,’’ he ordered, handing out the little 
baskets to the ushers. “* The collection must 
be large tonight because it is the anniversary 
night, you know.” 


Letters from Many Cities. 

While the collectors were circulating among 
the audience the Pacific Garden quartet sang 
several songs. When quiet returned Mr. 
Monroe told of the letters that had come to 
him from converts in every part of the coun- 
try congratulating the mission on having 
attained its silver anniversary and regret- 
ting their inability to be present. He called 
for testimonies from the converts present, 
and for two hours men toid of their wander- 
ings and their aimless lives until they en- 
tered the mission and came under the influ- 
ence of the workers there. 

“ This boy was a drunkard,”’ said Mr. Clark, 
“and that one a thief. I would not refer to 
it had they not done so in their testimonies. 
I saw them broken down, unkempt, and hope- 
less. Today they have families, good posi- 
tions, lots of friends.

SUN SHEDS PINK LIGHT 


ON CHICAGO AND SUBURBS. 


Weather Authorities Ascribe the Phe- 


nomenon to Smoke or Volcanic Par- | 


* ticles High in the Air. 


The sun appeared to turn pink in Chicago 
and Ks suburbs yesterday. People rubbed 
their eyes and wondered what had happened. 
The stenographers looked at the clock to see 
if it was time to quit. The office boys ran to 
the windows to see if there was a fire. The 
business men got up from their desks to see 
what new freak of the “‘ smoke nuisance” 
had appeared. 

Prof. Cox of the weather bureau was im- 
mediately bombarded with questions.’ He 
was at a logs to explain fully the new style 
of llilumination. He thought that it was due 
to refraction caused by strata of smoke of 
verying density In the atmosphere. 

Prof. W. K. Higley of the Academy of 
Sciences offered another explanation. *. 

‘“‘In every shadow,” said he, “ there is a 
shade of pink or purple. Now it is possible 
that the same condition may. be caused by 
some fog or smoke of just the right consis- 
tency to show these colors.” 

T. Cc. Chamberlin, head professor of geology 
at the University of Chicago, said: ‘* The 
peculiar light is probably due to something 
in the upper air—dust, smoke, particles of 
any kind, possibly volcanic dust. This for- 
eign and denser substance sifts out the longer 
waves of the solar light and leaves the short- 
er, giving us instead of white light a portion 
only of the spectrum. 

“The phenomenon resembles something 
that was generally observed in 1883, at the 
time of the great volcanic explosion of Kra- 
katoa.”’

M. THUMBLER’S ROMANCE IN | 
PROBATE COURT. 


Man Who Died While Circling the Globe 
with Mrs, Antoinette Young Wrote 
Codictl Guarding Against What Did 
Transpire, Her Death First, Then 
His—Widow Left No Share in Es- 
tate, but May Secure It — Story of 
Death at Sea. 


Dia Otto M. Thumbler of Chicago, whose 
death followed by a few hours that of his 
companion, Antoinette Young, on a Spanish 
steamer off the coast of South America, have 
& premonition of the ending of their un- 
happy romance? A sealed note, opened in 
the Probate court yesterday, and interpreted 
as a codicil to Thumbler’s will, would seem 
to indicate as much, Mrs. Thumbier is 
seeking to have Alexander Bauer made 


Thumbler’s will, written in 1908, makes 
Mrs. Young the sole beneficiary of his estate. 
The codicil was penned on the stationery of 
a Chicago hotel March 25 last, and was 
sealed in an envelope the following 


superscription: 

“'T> be opened only in the case of my 
death, and that of my beloved partner, 8. 
Antoinette Thumbler.—Otto M. Thumbler.” 
The note reads: 

“In the event of the death of my present 
beneficiary, S. Antoinette Thumbler, under 
my will of earlier date, I hereby bequeath 
to my sister, Alma Long, two-thirds of all 
I possess, same to be for her sole use and 
benefit. 

“The balance of my estate to be divided, 
share and share alike, between my brothers 
and sisters, as follows: Hattie Adams, 


Walter 8. Thumbler, Frieda Thumbler, and | 


Arthur Thumbler."’ 

The note also asked that Mr. Bauer, the 
testator’s employer, be made the executor 
of the estate. ; ; 

The estate is estimated at $15,000, all of 
which is personal property, and, because of 
ite character, it is believed that the widow 
can secure it all in spite of the will. 

The will also throws a further light on the 
relationship between Thumbler and Mrs. 
Young. She is referred to as ‘‘ my friend 
and partner, who trades under the name of 
8S. A. Thumbler.” Again. she is spoken of 
as follows: ‘All the property which I now 
possess is the result of the enterprise and 
hs and financial assistance rendered me 

er.”’ 

. Thumbler, in his will, states specifically 
that he makes no provision for Mrs. Thum- 
bier because of a written agreement between 
them, and that he did not include his 
brothers and sisters as his beneficiaries, be- 
cause they were all fairly well off: Mrs. 
Long, the sister who is made the chief bene- 
ficlary under the sealed note, resides at 
Forty-seventh street and Calumet avenue, 
while the other relatives reside outside of 
Chicago. The mention of an agreement may 
prevent Mrs. Thumbler from asserting her 
widow's claim. | 

The death of Thumbler and his companion 
occurred on July 25. Thumbler left Chicago 
several months ago for a tour of the world 
in the interests of a Chicago drug concern, 
and was accompanied by Mrs. Young. 
Shortly after leaving Rio, Argentina, on the 
steamer St. Nicholas, bound for Lisbon, the 
woman became ill. A day out from Bahia, 
Brazil, she became worse, and Thumbler 
The woman died one 
morning. When he was told of her death, 
Thumbler called for pen and paper. As he 


started to write, he seemed tohesitate, and | ; 


a moment later fell back dead, not havi 
written a line. The bodies were buried at 
sea together.

STREET CAR GRANT ASKED 
IN MILWAUKEE AVENUE. 


Inland Lakes Traction Company Wants 
Franchise to Lay Tracks from the 
City Limits Northwest. — 


Application was made to the county board 


at its meeting yesterday for a franchise au- 


thorizing the Chicago, Milwaukee Avenue 
and Inland Lakes Traction company to con- 
struct and operate a street railroad in Mil- 
waukee avenue from the city limits in Jeffer- 
son to the north line of Cook county. The 
petition is signed by George Leininger, pres- 
ident, and G. F. Lanaghan, secretary of the 
company. 

The company wants a grant of twenty 
years, but makes no mention of compensa- 
tion. The ordinance authorizes the company 
to carry freight in bulk on its cars between 
11 p. m. and 6 a. m. and to use either animal, 
cable, electric, compressed air, or any other 
motive power excepting a steam locomotive. 

The route proposed is as follows: On Mil- 
waukee avenue from the northern city lim- 
its through the Caldwell reserve to the north- 
west line of the said Caldwell reserve: in 
Milwaukee avenue from the west line of the 
village of Niles to the south line of the vil- 
lage of Wheeling; in Milwaukee avenue from 
the north line of the village of Wheeling to 
the north line of Cook county. 

The petition was referred to the public 
service committee without being read, and 
later was sent to the judiciary committee. 


PERFECTS GAS CASE APPEAL. |, 


People’s Company Bond Approved for 
Carrying Judge Grosscup’s Decis- 
ion to Federal Supreme Court. 


Final action for the appeal of the 75 cent 
gas case was taken.in the United States Cir- 
cuit court yesterday, when Judge Kohlsaat 
approved the bond of $600,000 filed by the 
People’s Gaslight and Coke company. 

At the same time papers were issued to 
the city officials citing them to appear in 
the United States Supreme court within 
thirty days and show cause why the decree 
entered by Judge Grosscup against the gas 
company should not be changed. 

It is expected the case will be called for 
argument in the Supreme court at the fall 
session, but a decision may not be an- 
nounced within a year. In the meantime the 
city Officials have agreed not to enforce the 
75 cent gas ordinance.

GAIN IN EAST BOUND GRAIN SHIP- 
MENTS FOR THE WEEK. 


Central Freight Association to Meet in 
Chicage Tomorrow—Decrease of Iili- 
nois Central Net Earnings Ex- 
Plained as Due to Large Outlay for 
Improvements—Omaha Extension of 
Great Western Completed to Clarion, 
Ia.—Statement of the Erie. 


East bound freight business by the all rail 
Mnes frem Chicago last week made a fair 
showing as regards grain shipments, which 
made a gain of 248,000 bushels. There was 
& decrease, however, in flour and eens: 
shipments. 

New grain is now moving in larger eveatie 
ties and for this reason the roads expect to 
record an increase from now on. West 
bound business from the eastern seaboard 
exceeded that of east bound and the indi- 
cations are that it will maintain a heavy 
volume for some time to come. 

No complaints are heard that any of the 
roads are cutting rates. The injunctions 
now standing against these roads are doing 
more to secure the absolute maintenance 
of rates than all the ironclad compacts and 
gentlemen's agreements ever did. 


Shipments of the Week. 


Shipments of flour last week were 47,834 
barrels, a decrease of 6,986 barrels for thé. 
week and an increase of 1,218 barrels over 
last year. Grain shipments were 1,318,000 
bushels, a gain of 248,000 bushels for the week 
and of 95,000 bushels over last year. Pro- 
vision shipments were 21,553 tons, a reduc- 
tion of 6.216 tons for the week and of 1,408 
tons from last year. 

The western and northwestern lines last 
week had the best grain traffic of the year. 
The general traffic was also good, but with 
some of the limes there was said to be a 
falling off. This loss in merchandise traf- 
fic was fully offset by the increase in grain. 
Grain receipts at Chicago for the week were 
6,109,000 bushels, a gain of 24 per cent, and 
showed losses ranging from 15 to 38 per cent 


| &€8 compared with: previous years, with the 


exception of last year, when there was a guim 
of only 264,000 bushels over the deliveries of 
last week. | 

A feature of the grain movement at Chi- 
cago for the week was the doubling ‘of the 
arrivals of corn, showing that the claims of 
increased farmers’ deliveries of the two pre- 
ceding weeks were based upon facts. 


Freight Association to Meet. 

Considerable interest is manifestéd by traf- 
fic officials over the meeting of the Central 
Freight association in this city tomorrow. 
Among the subjects to be considered are 
several of more than ordinary ‘importance. 
The question of stopping cars in transit for 
partial unloading or to complete loading will 
be discussed with reference to abolishing the 
practice entirely. Next to this is the matter 
of marking package freight. It is likely

It is believed that Mr. Stilwell will be 
reinstated as president.

F Supreme court because of 
ill health, died at Nahant, Mass., yesterday 
morning. Judge Gray was still mentally 
vigorous, and but for increasing physical 
indisposition might have tetained his place 
on the bench for some time longer. His 
eareer as a jurist was exceptionally long 
and distinguished. He was graduated from 
the Harvard Law school in 1849, admitted 
to the bar two years afterwards, appointed 
reporter of the Massachusetts Supreme 


- court in 1854, associate justice in that court 


in 1864, and commissioned as associate jus- 
tice of thé Supreme court of the United 
States by President Arthur in 1881. During 
his twenty years of active service on the 
federal bench, Justice Gray was distin- 
guished for his learning in the law as well 
as for his eminent judicial ability in analysis 
and decision. He took a conspicuous part at 
once in the* proceedings of the bench, and 
many of his deliverances have been of a 
noteworthy kind and will rank high in the 


‘judicial history of the country. AS a man 
-»he represented the highest characteristics 


of the old New England school, and as a 
jurist his labors have been of conspicuous 
advantage to his profession and to the whole 


country.

was an error of judgment for which Mr. 


Washburn will not soon be forgiven. It in- 
dicated a certain lack of perception of the 
kind which has™been observed in bulls when 
they are in china shops. Naturally, Mr. 
Roosevelt was annoyed. The country is glad 
to know that he was. It can never be suf- 
ficiently grateful to the correspondent who, 
by using a long ear trumpet or by crouching 
behind the president’s pew.heard him whis- 
per to Mrs. Roosevelt: ‘* He shouldn't have 
said that.””

THE AMERICAN LOCOMOTIVE. 
Chancellor Day of Syracuse university, 


who spent so much of his last year’s com- 


-mencement address at Northwestern in 
identifying modern civilization with the 
steam locomotive, will be interested in the

lately’ placed with the Baldwin Locomotive 
It is an order for 250 freight 
‘segmotives. The total cost of this purchase 
“iil be over $3,000,000. And as if a $3.,- 
0,000 locomotive order were not enough 


- to surprise the world, the Pennsylvania 


officials are said to be likely to place an- 
other order for about 150 locomotives with 
the American Locomotive company. This 
makes a total of 400 locomotives building 
for the same company at one time! 

The Baldwin company.seems to be bet- 
ter off than the American company as far 
as the Pennsylvania order is concerned, 
but the Americah company has no rea- 
son to be disheartened. Its last balance 
sheet showed that with total earnings of 
$26,000,000, it had arrived at a profit of 
$3,000,000. Out of this $8,000,000 it devoted 
$1,750,000 to the payment of four quarter- 
ly dividends, aggregating 7 per cent, on its 
preferred stock, and $1,000,000 to“ better- 
ments’ which have added 25 per cent to 
the capacity of its plant. Overproduction 
_seems to be an exceedingly remote danger. 


“he trouble just now is to get orders out on 


time. 

Burope, Asia, Australasia, Africa, and 
Sonth America join with the United States 
in a demand for the immediate delivery 
ef as many locomotives as our shops can 
produce. The American Locomotive com- 
pany’s report contains cuts of locomotives 
made by that company for railways in Cape 
Colony, in New Zealand, and in Japan. The 
famous “ Yankee engine,” imported into 
England in 1838 for the purpose of running 
trains over a grade which no English loco- 
motive could take, has had many succes- 
sors. Even ten ons and German rail- 
ways complain about the “ excessive waste 
of fnel” which the American locomotive 
accomplishes, they still send orders‘over to 
this country for the reason that they can- 
not afford to wait until the European com- 
panies are ready to attend to their wants. 
The American builder understands the word 
immediate. He knows what ‘the phrase 
“rush order” nieans, Consequently it be- 


comes necessary for the English and Ger- 
man companies to patronize him. er orand 
chines are made for heavy work and they 
have a tremendous appetite for coal, but 
they are designed, put together, shipped, 
and delivered at a rate of spted consistent 
with present day business requirements. 
American locomotive manufacturers, 
therefore, do not feel much alarmed just 
now about their business prospects. The 
foreign demand is good. The home demand 
is better. As for the foreign demand, the 
number of locomotives sold abroad in 1890 
was 161, while the number sold in 1900 
was 525. As for the home demand, the 


yesterday's telegraph dispatches announced 
a locomotive shortage in the northwest. 
The grain elerators in that part of the 
country are filled to overflowing. The 
trains drawn up beside them are loaded. 
But there are no engines. A scarcity of 
ears has not been an unfamiliar phenomenon. 
Now for almost the first time there is a 
searcity of locomotives. This is embar- 
rassing to the holders of grain, but reassur- 
ing to business interests at large. When 
railways are so busy that they cannot find 
locomotives for the grain trade, the general 
business situation is what can without ex- 
aggeration be called “not half bad.” The 
average American will have a chance to 
keep exceedingly-busy for several years 
yet. 


NEW YORK INDORSES ROOSEVELT. 

Following the action of Pennsylvania, 
Iowa, Minnesota, Kansas, and Washing- 
ton, the republican leaders in New York 
at their recent conference decided to in- 
dorse Mr. Roosevelt and his administration, 
“ and, as far as it is in our power, toindorse 
him for 1904.” it is a proof of the in- 
fluence of western politics that one of the 
leaders at this conference said: “ It would 
be contrary to all-precedent in this state 
to put up Roosevelt as our candidate for 
president at this time, but it would not 
look well merely to indorse his administra- 
tion when several western states have come 
out squarely for him as the candidate in 
1904.”’ 

Some of the leaders in this conference 
agreed to the indorsement most cordially, 
others reluctantly, but all had to admit there 
is now no other candidate. The declara- 
tion. “‘as far as it is in our power to in- 
dorse him for 1904,” of course will be in 
no way binding on the state convention. It 
is simply a strong expression of opinion. 
The leaders virtually say that-he deserves 
to-be nominated, that they will do all in 
their power to secure the nomination, and 


mending him. In a word, the action of the 
leaders expresses the present feeling of the 
republicans of New York towards the presi- 
dent and it must be exceedingly gratifying 
tohim. Even two years befc.e the meeting 
of the national co “on he deserves this 
vote of confidepfe ftom his own state. 

The Peny yivania republicans put them- 
selves op’record more definitely when they 
declay‘i President Roosevelt is “ strong in 
gexViction, wise in actiqn, thoroughly Amer- 
rican, of high and patriotic ideals, and his 
leadership establishes confidence both in the 
success of republican principles and the con- 
tinued prosperity of the country. We pledge 
ourselves to his renomination to the great 
office which he has filled with such ability 
and patriotism.” It is yet two years before 
the national convention. Much may hap- 
pen in two years, éspecially among poli- 
ticians, but it is certain that. during that 
time President Roosevelt will not change 
in any of the qualities of character and ac- 
tion set forth by the Pennsylvania repub- 
ficans. The country will always know where 
to find him. ‘Meanwhile, if the present con- 
ditions of prosperity shall continue for two 
years to come the republican national con- 
vention will nominate him by acclamation 
and the people will elect him. 


A REAL BOARD OF CHARITIES. 

At the national conference of charities 
and correction, held in Detroit last May, Mr. 
Hastings H. Hart, corresponding secretary 
for Illinois; made this statement: Illinois 
probably suffers more than any other state 
in the union’ from partisan political control 
of public institutions. The representatives 
of other states were obliged to admit that 
Mr. Hart was right. 

The people of Illinois are gradually be- 
coming familiar with the situation which 
Mr. Hart condensed into his damning com- 
parison, They are becoming deeply inter- 
ested in the management of our fifteen char- 
itable institutions, in ‘which about 10,000 
unfortunate men, women, and children are 
receiving state care. They have noticed 
that for the year 1902 the state charity ap- 
propriation was about $4,000,000. They 
wish to see this vast sum wisely adminis- 
tered. They have reason to believe that it 
is not wisely administered. They are be- 
coming a little bit tired of the system of a 
local board for each institution and a state 
board with only investigatory and advisory 
powers. They see that each local board is 
dominated by local interests. They see fhat 
the state board, shorn of its best members 
_by political interference and coerced by the 


secretary, has reached a level of degradation 
from which it will take years to pull it up. 
They wish to see all this changed. They be- 
gin to feel that the dumb, deaf, blind, and 
insane citizens of this state deserve to have, 
and must have, better treatment in tHe 
future than they have been receiving in the 
past. 
How shall this better treatment be se- 
cured? Here is the pressing question. 
Most people find the answer in the formation 
of a state board of charities which shall 
have not only the right of investigation and 
suggestion but the right of direction and 
control. This would mean that all local 
boards would be abolished. The adminis- 
tration would be centralized and hnrmon- 
ized. There would be a responsible body to 
which the public could turn for explana- 
tions. The factions, intrigues, and petty 
scandals of Kankakee, Chester, Quincy, and 
Jacksonville would give way fo a concen- 
trated system brought into the focus of 
publicity. ‘Wisconsin has this system al- 
reddy. It was the first state te introduce it. 
Kansas, Minnesota, and Iowa have fol- 
lowed. All seem to have been pleased with 
the results. Certain other states, like Ohio; 
Massachusetts, and New York, still have 
boards merely of supervision, and allow 
each charitable institution to have its own 
board of control. The general tendency, 
however, is in the opposite direction. What 
most states now want is the abolition of the 
local boards and the transference of their 
powers to a state board with full adminis- 
trative authority. ;

The situation in Hayti already in some 
quarters has led to talk of annexation, thus 
reviving a suggestion as old as the period 
of President Grant. In other quarters it 
has led to talk of active interference. While 
the first named suggestion is not likely +o 
be acted upon in an immediate or aggres- 
sive manner, the second is likely to ma- 
terialize right away, unless the Haytians 
come to order and quit making themselves 
an international! nuisance. 

It is the duty of the United States, unless 
peace is promptly restored in Hayti, to be- 
come a peacemaker by “ forte and arms.” 
The Haytians should be notified that peace 
must be declared and that it must be placed 
upon a secure basis... If they are unwilling 
or unable to do this, then this government 
should intervene even if that intervention in- 
volves annexation. This country is re- 
sponsible to the world for peace and good 
order in that island. If the islanders can- 
not establish and enforce order, then the 
big policeman of the western; hemisphere 
must do the work for them, repress disorder, 
and punish those responsible for it. 

Hayti is a nuisance at our very doors and 
interference is much more imperatively need- 
ed than it was in Cuba. Hayti is also a 
source of danger to this country, since the 
inability of its provisional government to 
maintain order may involve us with some 
The Monroe doctrine in 
such a case might prove a two edged weapon. 
In the existing condition of things in that 
tsland complications may ensue at any time 
from which we might not escape as easily 
as we did in the case of the sinking of Ad-

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

UBEN HELEN of Italy’s baby, whose 

advent is looked for within the next 

few weeks, is, according to an official 

announcement, reported by cable to 

be invested at.its birth with the title 
of *“‘prince of Rome,” in the event of its 
being a boy. 

This seems something akin to tempting 
fate. For, in the first place, it handicaps 
the infant from the outset of its existence 
with the antagonism of the Roman Catholic 
church, since the title in itself will consti- 
tute @ perpetual reminder of what is regard- 
ed by the papacy as an act‘of sacrilegious 
usurpation; while, secondiy, it will evoke 
memories of the ill fated king of Rome, son 
of the first Napoleon and'of h.s Austrian con- 
Sort, the Empress Marie Lou!se. 

Some of the features of the ead life of the 
young prince who bore the title of kirg cf 
Rome, and who had been invested therewith 
at’ his birth, are familiar to the American 
public through Rostand’s popular play, 
“L’Aigion " (The Eagiet). His brief carcer 
Was spent’ in a species of gilded captivity, 
and as long as he remained alive there was 
such a constant dread throughout Europe 
and even in Austria of a Bonapartist rising 
in France in his behalf, with the possibility 
of a consequent revival of the sanguinary 
Napoleonic wars, that hisdeath was a source 
of universal relief in official circles—s0 much 
so as to lead-to the popular belief that he 
had either been poisoned or that he had suc- 
cumbed to the effects of excesses, into which 
he had purposely been led, with the object 
of undermining his constitution and thus 
getting him out of the wdy. 

Somehow or other this title of “‘ king of 
Rome” has always been associated by peo- 
ple with everything that is unlucky and ill 
fated, and the title of prince of Rome re- 
sembles it too closely not to give rise to 
misgivings as to the policy of investing 
therewith om his birth the gon and heir of 
King Victor Emmanuel and of Queen Helen. 


The present king himself bore the title of 
prince of Naples until his accession to the 
throne. But it was not a popular title, just 
by ‘reason of its being in a measure usurped, 
since it called attention to the fact that the 
late King Victor Emmanuel had taken ad- 
vantage of a revolutionary movement of 
Garibaldi against the Bourbon king of Na- 
ples to annex the latter’s dominions to his 
own, 

King Humbert himeelf, while heir ap- 
parent, bore the title of prince of Piedmont, 
and this is assuredly the most appropriate 
style for the hope of the house of Savoy. 
For Piedmont is, so to speak, the cradle of 
its race. The reigning house is, above every- 
thing else, Piedmontese, and there is no 
doubt but that among the sturdy, stalwart, 
taciturn, and bluntly honest highlanders of 
Piedmont there is a feeling of more profound 
loyalty and whole souled devotion to the 
a family than in any other part of 

taly. 

It would be a wise and politic mrove to cre- 
ate the crown prince a prince of Piedmont. 
For it would still further increase the at- 
tachment of the Pie@montese to the dynasty 
and place the child more especially under 
the protection of thogee who have from time 
immemortal constituted themselves the prin- 
cipal bulwarks of the family of Savoy. 

_.The official announcement just made with 
regard to the impending “‘ interesting event ’’ 
at Rome—that is to say, the birth of a child 
to the king and queen—has merely served 
to increase the apprehension with Which ik 
is regarded. For attention has béen drawn 
,to the fact that the hopes of both Queen 
Wilhelmina of Holland and of the empress 
of Russia of presenting to their husbands 
and to their respective nations heirs to the 
thrones have been disappointed in a partic- 
ularly cruel manner, while the consort of the 
hereditary grand duke of Luxemburg iately 
presented her husband another daughter, in- 
Stead of a boy, who would preserve the 
dynasty from extinction and the existence 
of the grand duchy as an indepéndent state 
from destruction. Several other similar in- 
stances could be cited, and there have been

A correspondent calls my attention to the 
fact that the mame of Count Benckendorff, 
the newly appointed Russian ambassador in 
London, is net to be found in the so-called 
** Graflicher Taschenbuch,’’ or volume of the 
**Almangch de Gotha,’’ devoted to the enu- 
meration of German and Russ-an counts. In 
reply I would say that there are many hun- 
dreds of German, Swedish, Austrian, Dan- 
ish, Dutch, and Beigian counts, of the most 


ancient nobility and lineage, whose names 


have no place in this annual. 

The Benckendorffs hail originally from 
Riga, where they were in trade in the latter 
part of the seventeenth century, being of 
German ancestry. In the eighteenth cen- 
tury they were ennobled and rapidly pro- 
moted to all sorts of honors and dignities, 
s0 much so that in 1784 Countess Dorothea 
Benckendorff was considered a _ suitable 
match for Prince Lieven, the latter being 
at the age of 23 already a lieutenant general 
in the army, and minister of war to the czar. 


It was this Princess Lieven, née Bencken- 
dorff, who piayed so great a role in the polit- 
ical history of Europe in the earlier half 
of the nineteenth century as Russian am- 
bassadress in Berlin, and then for twenty 
years in London; where she was in many 
matters the confidential adviser of George 
LV., first as prince regent and then as king. 
Afterward she played a still greater rdéle 
in France throughout the reign of King 
Louis Philippe as the Egeria of his all pow- 
erful minister and- premier, the historian, 
Guizot, who entertained the most romantic 
devotion for her. For a number of years, 
too, she was the ‘* dearest friend’’ of the 
great chancellor, Prince Metternich, and it 
was not until 1857 that her wonderful career 
was brought to a ciose by death. 

As she was a most prolific letter writer, 
and is known to have kept the most volumi- 
nous diaries, which extended over a period of 
half a century and dealt with all the great 
events and the great personages of that 
epoch, the news that her memoirs and cor- 
reepondence are at length about to be pub- 
lished excites no end of interest, and they 
are likely to prove a perfect mine of in- 
formation to the historian and to the stu- 
dent of events of the nineteenth century. 

Let me add that the Lievens are an an- 
cient Livonian family, who trace their an- 
cestry in an unbroken line to a certain 
Henry Live, who was a feudal! baron, a vassal 
of the archbishop of Riga. They owe their 
title of prince to the fact that the wife of 
Count Otho of Lieven was the governess of 
the children of Czar Paul, and that the Em- 
perors Alexander I. and Nicholas I., as well 
as the Czarowitz Constantine (who waived 
his rights of succession to the throne in favor 
of his younger brother because he had par- 
ticipated in the murder of his father), all 
three regarded her as their second mother. 
She was created princess, with the predicate 
of *‘ serene highness,’ and this honor was 
extended to all the members of her family.

DRCIDES "0 MOVE HATCH 


COMMITTEE FAVORS TRANSFER 
FROM CHICAGO LAWN SCHOOL. 


Charge of “Indiscreet and Unbecoming 
Conduct” Against Principal Appar- 
ently Based on Neighborhood Gos- 
sip — Miss McGrath Discusses Her 
Case and Prepares to Make a Defense 


—Hearing Set for This Afternoon—. 


She Mentions A. G. Lane. 


Principal Henry D. Hatch of the Chicago 
Lawn school, charged with ‘ indiscreet and 
unbecoming conduct,’’ was recommended 
yesterday by the subcommittee of the school 
management committee for a transfer to 
some other school. The charges were pre- 
ferred by Ald. Butterworth and 305 citizens 
of the Thirty-first ward. 

The subcommittee will submit its report to 
the school management committee on Thurs- 
day, and it is. believed the recommendations 
will be concurred in. The members of the sub- 
committee. were Trustees Keating,:Loesch, 
and Kuflewski. 

Supt. Cooley said: 

‘Tt shall not make up my mfnd as to what 
action I shall take regarding the transfer of 
Mr. Hatch until after the school mdanage- 
ment committee has taken final action in the 
matten,’’ 

The effect of the decision probably will be 
to give Principal Hatch an extended vacation 
without pay, as he must await a vacancy. 

Trustee Keating said: : 
“ We decided that principal Hatch should 
be transferred because his usefulness at the 
Chicago Lawn school had been destroyed. 
We sifted the evidence carefully, andvound 
that it amounted in a great measure to neigh- 
borhood talk. We did not attempt to pass on 
his guilt, but merely recommended that he 
be transferred to some other school. It re- 
mains for the superintendent:to find a place 
for him.”’ 

McGrath Case Up Today. 

The special cémmittee appointed by the 
school management committee to hear the 
case of Miss “Mary C. McGrath, the Nash 
school teacher who was dropped from the 
rolls -after nineteen years of service, will 
convene this afternoon. Miss McGrath will 
make an effort to prove that she is an ef- 
ficient teacher. She will summon both pupils 
and teachers to testify in her behalf. Miss 
McGrath and her friends believe that the 
burden of proof should rest on the board and 
not on her. She characterizes her dismissal 
as the “'pure, wanton exercise of arbitrary 
power.” | 

Miss McGrath for the first time yesterday 
made known her side of the controversy. She 
declared that Mrs. Gill, principal of the Nasa 
school, told her that she would not have 
recommen¢ged her dismissal had she not been 
urged to do so by District Superintendent 
Lane. 

“ J was transferred to the Nash school from 
the Tilton school,” said Miss McGrath, “ at 
my own request. The change was not made 
because I had not done good work at the 
Tilton school. I believe that Principal Wad- 
hams of the Tilton school took my request 
to be transferred as a pérsonal affront, be- 
cause I have learned that I was given bad 
marks by him from the moment I asked to 
be transferred until I left for the Nash school. 
A request for a transfer made by a teacher 
is supposed to reflect on the principal. Mr. 
Wadhams asked me to remain in his school, 
as the transfer would reflect on him. 


Work at the Nash School. 


“ After I-was transferred Mrs. Gill of the 
Nash school and I got along nicely together. 
Every pupil in my class was promoted and 
Mrs. Gill complimented me several times on 
my teachipg.. In her letter to the superin- 
tendent she declares that I sent fifty boys to 
her office because I could not discipline them. 
She says that these boys occupied something 
like 3.783 minutes of her time. As a matter 
of fact, I sent only eight or ten boys to her 
office, and I did soat her request, 

“ |] aid not know that my work was upsatis- 
factory until I received a note to that effect 
from Mr. Lanein December. Uptothat time 
I supposed my work was entirely satisfac- 
tory. It was Mr. Lane who established my 
efficiency to teach nineteen years ago. It is 
remarkable that he did not discover my in- 
efficiency any sooner than he did. 

‘In April I told Mr. Lane that I contem- 
plated making a request for leave of absence 
to accompany a sick relative to California. 
He told me that Supt... Cooley wanted all 
teachers present at the close of the school 
year. From this I supposed that I was to be 
re@lected, as any one would. He knew at 
that time that I had been dropped. If I had 
taken my leave the board would have been 
obliged to reélect me.”

IN A CO-OPERATIVE LAUNDRY. 


Owner of $5 Share in New Chicago Com- 
pany Entitled to Have His Work 
Done at 25 Per Cent Discount. 


A coéperative laundry is the latest enter- 
prise planned for Chicago. Under the plan 
which has been introduced with great suc- 
cess in New York and St. Louis, any resi- 
dent of Chicago may become a member of 
the company by paying $5 for a’ share of 
stock. The ownership of the one share en- 
titles the holder to have his laundry work 
done at a discount of 25 per cent on the 
prevailing prices. 

The new company is being promoted by a 
La Salle street financial firm, and already 
has been incorporated under the laws of 
South Dakota. It will be known as the Co- 
operative Laundry company. Its capital 
Stock has been placed at $100,000. The 
stock will be divided into 20,000 shares, with 
& par value of $5 each. © 

The promoters exhibit an array of figures 
to show how mucha person pays each year to 
the laundries. For illustration, 50 cents is 
given as a low estimate of the average 
amount spent by a Chicago man for his laun- 
dry work each week, or $21 a year. By the 
plan of the company, a discount of 25 per 
cent on that amount would be $5.25, or more 
than enough to pay for a share of stock. 

The officials of the new company are: Pres- 
ident, Dr. John McKinlock: vice president, 
Julius A. Johnson; secretary and treasurer 
I. B. Jones; general manager, T. N. Ward. 

Part of the machinery for the’ new plant 
has been ordered, although a site for the new 
buildings to be erected has not been finally 
determined on. Distributing stations will be 
established in different parts of the city.

. The State Barbers’ Protective association 
has begun energetic work in- behalf of its

The sterilization of razors, rinsing of 
mugs, use of clean towels, are among the 
measures made compulsory in the bill to 
estop the spread ofc gion.

“An act to establish a board of examina- 
tion for barbers and the licensing and regu- 
lating the occupation of all barbers in this 
state and to prevent the spread of con- 
tagious diseases,’ is the way the preamble 
of the bill reads. The board of examiners 
is to be composed of three qualified barbers, 
to be appointed by the govérnor, and it is 
planned to hold public examinations in four 
different cities of the state each year. Per- 
sons now engaged in the occupation of a bar- 
ber will not have to take the examination 
but will be compelled to obtain a certificate 
from the board and pay a license fee of $1 
a year.

AMONG THE, NEW BOOKS. | 


F the departed characters in history be 
merely our friends who have labored un- 
der the disadvantage of dying before’ we 
arrived, then ‘‘ Tiberius the Tyrant,’’ one 
of the most execrated of men for nineteen 

hundred years, will rejoice in that purple 
heaven of Roman emperors in which he 
moves that he is once more restored to the 
good will of men. His champion is J. C. Tar- 
ver, who distrusts the adroit malignities of 
the brilliant Tacitus, who performs the 
friendly and disinterested service of endeav- 
oring to set right before the worid the ma- 
ligned third Roman principes. Mr. Tafver 
is of the opinion that where Tacitus and the 
lesser historian, Suetonius, have drawn their 
evidence in re:ation to Tiberius from the 
records. cf the Roman senate, they have in- 
advertently borne witness to the rectitude 
ang straightforwardness of Tiberius. Where 
they have relied upon the gossiping diaries 
of women opposed to Tiberius because of 
family feuds, or upon the pasquinades or 
songs of actors who sought to please the oid 
princely houses of Rome rather than the 
upstarts of the empire,”’ or where Christian 
documents have supplied impressions, the 
emperor has been pictured as a man of hide- 
ous cruelty, unbridced iust, and profound 
political dissimulation. It was not worth 
the while of men to invent stories deroga- 
tory of Nero and Catigula, Mr. Tarver opines. 
The misfortunes of these madmen were suf- 


- ficient to make them contemptible in the 


eyes of all men, but’a steadfast, plodding, 
courageous, and simple character like Ti- 
berius might well, he thinks, have been de- 
famed by the envious and bitter nobles; and 
employed by Christian writers to prefigure 
the evil which should be used in contrast to 
the virtues of the Christian rulers. | 


Mr. Tarver has permitted himself an en- 
gaging literary exercise in undermining the 
logic of the animadversions of Tacitus, and 
there can be no question about the vigor of 
his attack—or the duration of it. Mr. Tarver 
sums up the case thus: “* Tiberius died in tge 
78th year of his life and the 23d year of 
his reign, having lived through such vicissi- 
tudes of fortune and such continuity of 
hard work as have rarely falien to the lot 
of any human being; but far stranger than 
the events of his life is the horribie reputa- 
tion that has attached to the memory of 
the man who held that in all things princes 
were bound to consider their good name. 
. . . As a general, as a statesman, Tiberius 
stands, if not in the first rank, then at the 
top of the second, and he deserves this ad- 
ditional! credit, that public life was distaste- 
ful to him, and had he been at liberty to 
choose for himself he would rater have 
lived in seclusion, a student of literature 
and the natural sciences. 
fact, the best type of Roman, the best ex- 
ample of that peculiar character by which 
Rome rose to be mistressofthe world. .*% . 
He is the ideal Roman senator, the realiza- 
tion of those legendary types which formed 
the imagination of Romanchi.dren. Itis not 
Cicero, the fluent orator, the versatile man 
of letters, and agreeable gentleman, who 


» represents the true Roman; nor Cato, the 


bigot; nor Ceesar, the man of genius—it isthe 
dogged, dutiful, and just Tiberius, not over- 
enthusiastic, not briiliant, devoid of personal 
fascination, awful rather than amiable, but 
wise enough, and temperate enough, and 
strong enough to do the work which was 
set before him. Why, then, is this perpetual 
stream of calumny which has filtered down 
practically unchecked for nearly 2,000 years? 
The immediate causes Tiberius shares with 
the Roman empire, of which he was.in some 
sense an incarnation. It has been the cus- 
tom of some. Christian writers since the 
period of the reformation to oppose Christi- 
anity to the Roman empire ... and it 
was aneasy feat of rhetoric to collect ali that 
is discreditable frém the mass of Roman 
records and-to compare it disadvantageously 
with the pure teachings of the gospel. ‘Ti- 
berius had himself in this respect the mis- 
fortune to be the contemporary of the found- 
er of Christianity, and in the idle tales of 
Suetonius and the studied malignity of Ta- 
citus’ was found an opportunity for starting 
the contrast from the commencement.’’ 

If the departed characters in history be 
merely our friends who have labored under 
the disadvantage of dying beforé we arrived, 
then Mr. Tarver has proved himself a faith- 
ful friend to the all but friendless Tiberius; 
and in that purple heaven in which Roman 
emperors pace it may be Mr. Tarver wil) 
some time be entertained by a grateful spirit, 
who, even in immortal joys, has grieved at 
the wrongs put upon him by a world eager to 
believe evil of all men.

Advance Expected to Bring Out An- 
nouncement of Gold Imports—Sev- 
eral Millions Paid on Oregen Short 
Line Installment Likely to Be Re- 
distributed—Crop Moving Funds Not 
Likely to Create Acute Situation Ow- 
ing to Late Season.

YORK, Sept. 15.—[Special.]—The 
stock market today, with the exception of 
scattered liquidation by the clients of cém- 
mission houses, due to high money rates, 
was mainly professional. In the forenoon, 
and particularly just before midday, declines 
extending to 1% per cent occurred in some of 
the usually active railway shares, but the 
rise in call money to an extreme 20 per cent 
might be fairly said to have decreased the 
soume of dealings rather than created a 
sonfident selling pressure. 
Money was strong until late in the day, 
qnen, after most of the loans had been 
slaced, Quotations as low as 5 per cent were 
After the more extreme weakness 
i the forenoon a long spell of decided inac- 
tivity occurred, and in the last hour. the 
| took on an appearance of activity 
‘Ineldental to a sharp rally from the lowest 
sees, Gue to the covering of short con- 
racts. 


As a result of the advance in call money, 
the foreign exchange market developed fur- 
ther weakness, and this fact led to expecta- 
tion of early gold tmports announcements 
and induced the traders to cover part of their 
lines. It was appreciated also that the 
money paid today on account of the second 
installment on subscriptions to the new Ore- 
gon Short Line participating bonds, the 
Standard Oi! dividend, and the regular quar- 
terly disbursement on Consolidated Gas, ag- 
gregating about $29.000,000 to $21,000,000, 
would soon be redistributed in banking chan- 
sels and that the money market also would 
be relieved by the anticipation of the interest 
due on Oct. 1 on the government 2s of 1930 
and 4s of 1907. It is known that at least 
one brominent banking interest was figuring 
slosely today upon the question of importa- 
tion of gold from Paris. 


In the opinion of prominent western bank- 

ers the demand for money for crop moving 

is not likely to become acute, owing 

to the lateness of the season, which is expect- 

ed to spread the outward movement over a 
considerable period. 

The total transactions were a little short 
of 640,000 shares and were well distributed. 
Transactions in Atchison common, Union 
Pacific common, and Missouri Pacific ap- 
proximated 42,000 shares each. The only 
one of these stocks to sustain a net loss of 
a full figure was the last mentioned. Other 
railway stocks that were prominent included 
Southern Pacific. St. Paul, Wabash pre- 
ferred, Canadian Pacific, Erle common, Lou- 
isville and~ Nashville, Manhattan railway, 
Pennsylvania railroad, and Reading com- 
Mon, and in none of these did the net de- 
¢line exceed % percent. Norfolk and West- 
ern scored a slight net gain, and this was 
true of Southern railway. Union Pacific, 
which was second in point of activity in the 
whole railway list, also finished a slight 
fraction .above Saturday's final figure. On 
light transactions Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
left off unchanged, while declines averaging 
about a point occurred in Atchison pre- 
ferred, New York Central Illinois Central, 
and Western Union Telegraph. Baltimore 
and Ohio was the weak feature, declining 
early over 2 points. 


The industrial list made a comparatively 
good resistance to the reactionary tendency 
in railway issues.

Mr. Shepard will argue in his brief that
